Photo Of The Month 


At the rate of 12, squares per hour, 
this roofer is mechanically scraping pitch 
and slag from a 350,000 sq. ft. roof on 
the Libby, McNeil & Libby warehouse in 
Hammond, Indiana. The work was done 
in preparation for replacing the 10-year- 
old roof covering. 

To run the scraper, a 6 hp Tennant 
“CR” Roof Scraping Machine, the opera- 
tor merely guides it over the desired path. 
It has semi self-propelling action. 

An 8” wide cutter-equipped cylinder, 
rotating at 1450 rpm, rapidly cuts 
through builtup slag, gravel and pitch. 
The fast planing action of the cutting 
cylinder (revo-tool) reportedly leaves a 
smooth surface for reroofing, free of 
ridges or humps. After loosened material 
is shoveled or swept off, mopping and 
felting can begin immediately.

He does not go out for new con 
struction jobs, but specializes in re 
roofing and repair. Half of his opera 
tion is sheet-metal work and heating. 
Usually the different specialists go 
their separate ways, but on such jobs 
as the Delaware Avenue apartment 
house a couple of fine winter days 
decided him to send his whole two 
platoons to polish off the entire re- 
roofing job before the weather changed. 


“When we hit a fairly extensive job 
like that, keeping all my men tied up 
for two days or more, then my job is 
to stay by the phone and quiet the 
women down. I never take on an evtra 
man on a rush job, even when every- 
one is giving us hell from all sides. I 
want to keep my men busy, and make 
sure that the job is done right,” Schu- 
man summed up 


Keeps Men Busy 


Most of the men are young, with 
families. At the end of the year, if 
the firm has made money, there is a 
bonus. More important, he has never 
had to lay any of them off for lack of 
work or bad weather, because the 
roofers can always be kept busy on 
a heating job. 


Now and then, Schuman will put in 
a bid on a big job, such as three hang- 
ers at the Army Air Base at New 
Castle, but mainly he is called in on 
big jobs, such as the Denby Hall 
apartments and the Foster Park apart- 
ments, by special appointment because 
he is known for solid work and reason- 
able price. Fred Jr. pointed out that 
if anything goes wrong on a completed 
job they go right back and fix it up 
without bothering with the insurance 
man. He has a special pet peeve for 
builders who neglect to put copper 
skirts under the heavy concrete caps 
on parapets. Water gets into the 
cracks, wriggles down between the 
bricks, and the roofer is blamed for a 
poorly flashed edge. “And they’re 
cuties to lift up,” he said, in slightly 
more expressive language.
